As a builder, Cox is prouder of 
his bam than he would be of a 
mansion. Built in the Jacob Rup- 
pert’s hold during the voyage to 
Little America, the bam afforded 
the cows greater protection than 
Admiral Byrd had In his special 
hut at the advance weather base, 
according to Cox. 
“ Barn Beet Building ” 
Speak ing of the bam, he says—• 
“The bam was the only building 
at Little America in which there 
was no trouble with moisture on 
the walls and ceiling. Two layers 
of Celotex insulation enabled us 
to maintain temperatures 60 de­ 
grees or more above that of the 
outside air. When it was 30 below 
outside, it was about 30 above in­ 
side the bam. When the tempera­ 
ture dropped to 70 below outdoors, 
It was 10 above, or a trifle less, in­ 
side.’’ 
Cox believes his experience <u 
handling cows under Antarctic con­ 
ditions has provided valuable in­ 
formation on wintering dairy ir ’s 
in this country, and on methouo of 
insulating dairy barns.
